_a definite complaint. Its 
symptoms and effects are be- 
wildering in their variety. It 
may reveal itself os an_ob- 
stinate skin disorder which 
refuses to respond to ordinary 
’ trentment; it may even result 
in deterioration of the moral 
judgment, é 
Chronic fatigue intoxication 
—to give the complaint its 
full name—is rathér common. 
It is insidious in its attack, 
gripping the victim in gradual 
and subtle fashion, tightening 
wits hold until at Iast he is 
forced to recognise that there 
is something scriously wrong. 
The symptoms ‘are -not always, 
and not even frequently, nervous 
In type. Chronic fatigue intoxica- 
tlon is a disease entity with av list 
of possible, symptoms for excced- 
ing In extent and variety those of 
any other complaint. | 
Fatigue is a normal part of 
everybody's life. “It has a rhythm 
- of fits own and ft rises ‘to normal 
peaks daily, weekly, annually, and 
possibly at longer Intervals. Ordin- 
ory tiredness need give no cause 
for alarm, Normal fatigue can be 
dispelled by sufficient rest, but the 
person who feels tired on first 
rising in the morning and does nét 
begin to wake up until he has 
drunk strong coffec, is probably 
suffering, from chronic fatigue In- 
toxication or is well on the way 
to becoming a victim. ' 
Fatigue of the body and fatigue 
of the mind are two very different 
things, It is scarcely possible for 
a manual worker to’ suffer from 
chronic fatigue intoxication be- 
cause muscular tiredness {s subject 
to two separate controls. . The 
body has a much greater capacity 
‘for physical activity than is usual- 
ly belleved, but the mind gcts tired 
_ very easily. 


Muscular fatigue is an’ 
involved process into which 
chemistry énters to some 
extent.

The lymph not only carries food 
material to the cells, it nlso carries 
away the by-products.

Normally, however, the remote 
control comes into operation first. 


Experiments have proved that after —

When danger to life is threaten— 
ed, the remote contro! is not put 
into operation and the mind per- 
mits the muscles to go on working 
until: the local chemical control 
stops them.

\ traordinary feats of endurance of 
which the body is capable in 
moments of great danger.

Fatigue of the body und fatigue 
of the mind are two very different 
things. It is scarcely possible for 
a manual worker to suffer from 
chronic fatigue intoxication be- 
cnuse muscular tiredness ts subject 
to two separnte controls. The 
body has ‘n much greater capacity 
for physical activity than js usual~ 
jy believed, but the mind gets tired 
very casily. 


Muscular fatigue {is an 
involyed process into which 
___ chemistry enters to some 
extent. 
fed by lymph, the fluid part 
of the blood. The big blood 
vessels are leak-proof, but 
the very, small ones—the 
capillaries — have porous 
walls through which there 
is n two-way exchange of 
fluids. : 

The lymph flows into the cells 
of the muscles, completely saturnt- 
ing their surfaces. Inside the cell, 
the chemical energy obtained from 
the lymph is used to contract or 
elongate the cell, This” simple 
function is the basic source of our 
ability to move the various parts 
of the body. 


The muscles wre FATIGUE is a 


The lymph not only earrics food 
material to the ‘cells, it also carries 
away the by-products. The rate 
of income and outfo is subject to 
u local control and also to a remote 
control in the brain,. The muscle 
{tself will refuse to work if the 
by-products pile up faster than 
they are removed. . 


Normally, however, the remote 
control corhes into operation ‘first. 
Experiments have proved that after 
the mind has dictated n cessation 
of muscular work on the ground 
of fatigue, an. electrical impulse 
will causo the tired muscle to work 
with quite as much energy as be- 
fore. 


When danger to life is threnttn~ 


ed, the remote control is not put 
into operation and the mind per- 
mits the muscles to fo on working 
until the local chemical control 
stops them, This explains the ex- 
traordinnry feats of endurance of 
“ wwhich the body is capable in 
moments of great danger. 


Although double precautions are 
taken to see that the muscles over 
work, the. exercise of the brain is 
subject to one control only, and 
that not a very striking one. A 
tired muscle will uche by way of 

. discouragement, but — the only 
symptom of a tired prain ts a dis- 
inclination for mental exertion. . 


Will-power cnn force a tired 
brain to work and this trick is 
commonly resorted to by indus- 
trious people. The quality of the 
work performed may be somewhut 
inferior but It is work done, The 
cost is the piling up of fatigue

materials, but this is nelther felt 
nor suspected by the individual. 
Fatigue is influenced by 
factors other than work. 
Certain diseases produce 
chemical substances in the 
blood which increase fatigue 
or make it appear -egriier. 
Diabetes is a typical.exam- 

- ple. ‘This complaint pro- 
duces an acid in the blood, 
which, in sufficient quantity, 
will produce all the symp- 
toms of fatigue without any 
work having been done. 
Caffeine in moderate amounts 

has been found to reduce or retard 

fatigue. Certain drugs banish 
fatigue completely—for the time 
being.. Tho effect. of alcohol is 
doubtful, {ts use does not appear to 
fulfl the claims {frequently made 
thnt It reduces fatigue and increases 
capacity to work, The explanation 
of the uncertainty regarding its 


effect Is probably that individuals 
vary tremendously in their response 
to nlcohol. 


External conditions influence the 
extent to which fatigue is felt. 
When ‘temperature and humidity 
are, both high, people pet tired 
more quickly. This begins as ° a 
feeling of inertness or. sleepiness 
which can be resisted for a time 
but which eventunily passes into a 
condition of real fatigue, and, 
ultimately into the complete ¢x- 
haustlon of heat-stroke.
